"I could get the signatures of 
50.000 people who wanted an Or¬ 
ange county fair, and racing with 
it—if I wanted to." 

S. W. Stanley, director of the 
Orange County Fair association, 
rancher, and treasurer of the 
County Farm bureau, jumped to 
the defense of plans for a county 
fair and race track near Hansen 
today with that remark. The 
plans had been subjected to at¬ 
tack by the ministerial association 
and other groups. 

Petitions directed to the Califor¬ 
nia horse racing board asking that 
a permit for the Hansen racing | 
be issued appeared on Santa Ana 
streets this morning. Circulators 
told prospective signers "All the 
money has been put up and we’re 
ready to go. We can’t fail!” 
Couldn’t Hurt Business 

‘‘All . this opposition!” Stanley 
said. "There can’t be any compari¬ 
son between a county fair racing 
program and Santa Anita. In the 
first place there only would be 14 
days of racing, not enough to hurt 
business. If we were planning to 
stage races on a big scale I 
wouldn’t want to have anything to j 
do with it.” 

In the second place, he said, it 
would be impossible to stage a 
county fair without racing "Fairs • 
without racing are passe.” 

Stimulate Agriculture 

Stanley placed the benefits of a 
county fair far above the detri¬ 
ments of a racing program. It 
would stimulate agriculture, he 
said, and encourage not only the 
racing end of livestock breeding, 
but also all other farm lines. It 
would serve as a focal point for 
activities of 4-H club members 
and youthful farmers. 

Numbered among other advan¬ 
tages of the county fair plan by 
Stanley: 

It would bring state funds to 
Orange county, which could be 
used for premiums and further 
development of the fair. 

Athletic Stadium 

It would provide an arena for 
the staging of rodeos and other 
shows. 

The fair grounds could be used 
as an athletic stadium, now lack¬ 
ing in the county. 

Profits accruing from the race 
program could be used to liquidate 
debts left over from the old Or¬ 
ange county fair. 

And finally, said Stanley, rac¬ 
ing is legal in California. Betting 
races under certain conditions are 
legal. 

"If that condition ceased to ex¬ 
ist," he said, “I would no longer 
be interested in the plan as ad¬ 
vanced."

FEAR SECOND 
SHIP STRIKE 


SAN FRANCISCO. </P) — The 
threat of another paralysis of ship¬ 
ping, growing out of marine union 
opposition to a federal maritime 
act, hung today over Pacific coast 
ports, just recovering from a 98- 
day strike that cost an estimated 
$ 686 , 000 , 000 . 

Officials of three unions com¬ 
prising unlicensed personnel in¬ 
volved in the recent strike in¬ 
formed President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Roper that marine com¬ 
merce "will again be paralyzed 
from the Pacific coast” unless en¬ 
forcement of the Copeland act is 
delayed.

The dead were the crew of the 
passenger train—J. F. Milles of 
Bakersfield, the engineer, who was 
scalded, and R. E. Brown, fire¬ 
man, pinned under tre heavy loco¬ 
motive when it jumped the rails 
after hitting the automobile.

a better right to be in this here 
calaboose? I put up more money 
for the darned thing than anyone 
else!” Layman at the time was 
running the old Santa Ana hotel, 
located where the Otis building 
now is at Fourth and Main streets. 

They tell a lot of funny stories 
about the first old calaboose. 
There were the two men who got 
tired of the cramped quarters, 
so one night they heaved their 
shoulders, lifted the roof off and 
scampered away. 

Hank Seymour got a little too 
much of a load one night and 
they clamped him in the calaboose. 
His friends came to console him. 

“Listen, Hank,” they said, "they 
can’t put you in here. Why, you 
■ helped build the calaboose.” 

| Hank, the story goes, looked up 
j long enough to remark dryly: 
“Well, I’m here, ain’t I?” 

Then there was the time a man 
named Souders got very high and 
pretty noisy. They put him in 
jail, but he didn’t think it was 
very funny. He was only in there 
j a little while when he got tired 
of it. So he lit a fire in the mid¬ 
dle of the floor and was going 
to burn the darned place down 
so he could get out—after it 
burned down. The fire burned a 
big hole in the floor and they got 
him out in the nick of time. 

But the local citizens weren't 
the biggest problem 50 years and 
more ago here. It was the "vags” 
who drifted into town and hung 
around too long to suit the people. 
They started putting them In jail 
but the little wooden calaboose 
wouldn’t hold them all. So they 
fixed up a room in the old Bruner 
building basement, near the center 
of the 100 block on East Fourth 
street. The room had barricaded 
doors and as many as 25 to 30 
hoboes would be in there at once 
at times. 

Mortimer Hubbard, out at Tus- 
tin, knows about that old base¬ 
ment jail and laughs at the idea 
of the room being a mystery about 
which such a furore was raised not 
long ago. Hubbard has been 
around here 66 years and he knows 
all about the basement jail which 
was used when the calaboose was 
too full. 

Hubbard thinks it was about 
55 years ago when the first cala¬ 
boose was build here. Now the 
building is gone and soon will all 
the other old landmarks around 
Second and Sycamore be gone, too. 
And there’ll be a new food market 
where the old jailhouse used to be.

He wanted for his fellow- 
men the free and unhindered ex¬ 
ercise of all these privileges which 
marks and makes of them free 
men. That freedom as included 
and guaranteed under the consti¬ 
tution of the United States was a 
thing to be enjoyed by not just a 
portion of the citizens but by 
every man, woman and child in 
the care of the government, was 
his conviction and belief. He be¬ 
lieved that government should be 
administered without favoritism to 
any particular class of citizens. 
He believed that all men, regard¬ 
less of their race or color, whether 
they possessed wealth or had lack 
of it, should be protected in their 
rights as free citizens. It was his 
conviction that only by adherence 
to this policy could there be as¬ 
surance that "freedom shall not 
perish from the earth.” 

Lincoln was a man of strong 
emotions. But he also reasoned 
clearly. His convictions were for¬ 
mulated upon the basis of accurate 
and broad information. He could 
not shut his eyes to known injus¬ 
tice. He fought relentlessly against 
the enemies of justice. By so do¬ 
ing he expressed the degree of his 
love for humanity. He believed 
that every man was involv'd v.-i’.h 
a responsibility for the rights of 
others. With Lincoln his own per¬ 
sonal cost in preserving the rights 
of others was not a thing to be 
considered. Any free man who 
quailed before such responsibility 
in his opinion was a coward. He 
held the conviction that only men 
who were willing to be used in the 
maintenance of freedom and jus¬ 
tice were worthy to be free men.

Liberal allowance on new furniture 


.SAN FRANCISCO, CP) Alty. 
General U. S. Webb ruled late 
yesterday that California has the 
power to establish, “with limita¬ 
tion,” some sort of medical border 
patrol to exclude persons sus¬ 
pected as disease carriers. 

Webb answered in the affirma¬ 
tive the query of Dr. Walter M. 
Dickie, state health director, 
whether the health department is 
empowered to require medical ex¬ 
aminations at the border to ex¬ 
clude diseased persons, indigent 
and not entitled to care as Cali¬ 
fornia residents. 

But the attorney general warned 
that examination should be made 
hv "qualified personnel" and that 
they could not legally be made on 
newcomers to the state unless 
also made on Californians who 
are re-entering. 

Dr. Dickie declared some 2,000 
Itinerants had entered the state 
in the last two years and that 
many of these were infected with 
trachoma, tuberculosis, dysentery, 
typhoid and other diseases. 

Webb said the state’s right of 
Inspection and exclusion was 
"c'early supported by reason and 
authority" but that such power 
should be exercised only "when 
public necessity demands it” and 
"not upon their suspicion." 


States was not an opportunity for 
self-glorification.

Shall 
the right to religious liberty, the 
right to representation in govern¬ 
ment, the right to expression of 
opinions through the medium of a 
free press and free speech be 
taken from us? These are ques¬ 
tions which today are everywhere 
being asked by the American peo¬ 
ple and rightfully so. There are 
threats abroad in the land that 
such might become our loss. As 
valiant Americans we will rally to 
the cause of freedom as did the 
patriots of Lincoln's time. Truth 
is eternal. Lincoln expressed truth 
when he said, "This nation can 
not exist half free and half slave.” 
Today that truth still holds. Men 
will not be chained by economic 
bonds away from the wealth that 
everywhere abounds within the na¬ 
tion. They will not always suffer 
the privations that result from 
lack of economic adjustments 
which are possible and needful. 
There is a wav, a peaceful way, 
by which relief agencies and dole 
dispensing offices can be made no 
longer necessary. There is a way 
by which the greed of money 
changers can be prevented from

Bill Provides Contract 
With Other States 
For Supervision 


For Limited 
Time Only 


(Kdltnr’s Note: This is the fifth 
of a series of articles on distinctive 
or nnnsual measures pending in the 
state legislature.) 


SACRAMENTO. (/PI—Contracts 
with other states, for the super¬ 
vision of paroled prisoners, would 
be sought by California if senate 
bill 259. by Senator Knowland, 
Alameda, becomes a law. 

Senator Knowland's measure is 
based upon an ac.t-passed by con¬ 
gress in 1934, giving states the 
right to enter into contracts with 
each other for the prevention of 
crime. 

Consent Required 

Senator Knowland proposes that 
California enter into agreements 
with the other states to super- 
vi-D activities of their paroled 
prisoners in return for similar su¬ 
pervision over this state’s parolees, 
who have left the state boundaries 
to obtain employment. Consent of 
the receiving state to accept the 
paroled prisoner would be required. 

Principal provisions of the act 
would be: 

Each receiving state would as¬ 
sume the duties of visitation and 
supervision of probationers under 
Its own standards. 

Extradition Waived 

Accredited officers of a sending 
state would be allowed to enter a 
receiving state to retake a paroled 
prisoner. Legal requirements to 
obtain extradition on the part of 
contracting states would be 
waived. 

Accredited officers of the send¬ 
ing state would be permitted to 
transport retaken probationers 
through the territory of contract¬ 
ing states without interference. 

The governor of each state 
would designate an officer to pro¬ 
mulgate rules and regulations to 
make the contract effective. 

Contracts would remain in force 
until officially renounced by a con¬ 
tracting state. 

Prison Goods 

Assembly bill 1129, introduced 
by Assemblyman Walker, West¬ 
moreland, would give permission 
to members of farm cooperatives 
to apply to the state board of 
prison directors for permission to 
purchase prison-made jute bags. 

The measure provides that an 
affidavit must accompany the ap¬ 
plication stating that the bags 
will be used only by members of 
the cooperative. 

Payment of counsel, appointed 
by court to defend a prisoner, is 
provided in an amendment to the 
penal code submitted in A. B. 1130 
by Assemblyman Walker. The 
amendment provides that the court 
must recommend compensation for 
the appointed attorney, and the 
board of supervisors is authorized j 
to fix the amount to be paid out j 
of the county's general fund. The ; 
amendment would not apply to 
counties or cities in which a pub¬ 
lic defender is elected or appointed. I

FOR 1937 

Long Beach, San Pedro, 
Brea May Apply for 
League Franchises 

With President Walter Wentz 
of Garden Grove and his 1936 
regime back in the driver’s seat, 
National Nightball league ma¬ 
chinery began functioning for 
1937 today, with negotiations def¬ 
initely under way for an eight- 
team setup. 

Convening in Garden Grove last 
night, business managers and oth¬ 
er officials of the six-spoke wheel 
discussed the plan of awarding 
two new franchises—probably to 
Long Beach, Brea or San Pedro— 
but the matter was tabled by 
Huntington Beach's champions, 
Santa Ana, Orange, Westminster, 
Anaheim and Olive, present mem¬ 
bers of the league. 

Gelker May Move 
Manager Ben Gelker of Olive 
was granted permission to move 
his franchise to some other com¬ 
munity, with the right to retain 
all of his present players, but 
Gelker did not indicate to which 
community — if any — he would 
transfer. 

President Wentz will be assisted 
in his duties by John Wilcox of 
Santa Ana, vice president; Lee 
McClelland of Olive, secretary- 
treasurer, and Eddie West of 
Santa Ana, official scorer. Wil¬ 
cox, business manager of the 
Santa Ana Stars, has been men¬ 
tioned as a candidate for the 
Southern California association 
presidency to succeed Judge G. C. 
Cravath of Laguna Beach and if 
elected, he would severe relations 
with Santa Ana, it was said. 

The San Joaquin valley 
league, President Wentz has 
been notified, is anxious to .join 
the Southern California associa¬ 
tion of the National and Ameri¬ 
can league*. Admittance of the 
"outlaw” league would mean a 
three-way playoff for the an¬ 
nual championship. 

Whether Pitcher Louie Neva, 
the peerless Russian, who has 
been released by Huntington 
Beach, will join Anaheim remains 
a matter of speculation. Bill 
Feistner, business manager of the 
Valencias, admitted Neva had 
contacted him for a job, but de¬ 
nied he had signed nighlball’s !

>t U. o. supreme 
Court Justices

The following is one of a series of weekly articles written by Orange 
county’s senator, llarry C. Westover, covering activities of the slate legis- 
latureat Sacramento. Opinions and comment expressed in this column are 
not necessarily those of The Journal.—Editor’s note. 


(Editor's Note: The personnel of 
the supreme court is of major im¬ 
portance as a result of President 
Roosevelt’s latest recommendation for 
legislation to permit him to increase 
its membership to l.» and to provide 
for retirement of justices over 70. 
Following is the fifth of a series of 
short sketches of the lives of the 
nine members of the court. By read¬ 
ing these, one may he able to pre¬ 
dict how members of the court will 
vote on future legislation following 
the President’s recent plea for the 
court to subscribe to his New Deal 
policies.) 


After college, he became law 
partner of Herbert Satterlee, son- 
in-law of the elder J. P. Morgan. 
In 1910 he became dean of the 
Columbia law school. In 1925 he 
was appointed to the supreme 
bench by Coolidge, and in the fol¬ 
lowing years played medicine ball 
daily with President Hoover. 

Apparently safely Republican, 
he astounded his friends by string¬ 
ing along with the court minor¬ 
ity in upholding New Deal legis¬ 
lation. 

In so doing he was not being a 
traitor to his class. He puts a 
mental limit on the power of the 
supreme court, believing it must 
confine itself strictly to the law, 
and not kill legislation merely on 
grounds of public policy. 

He has believed the NRA and 
similar Roosevelt legislation to be 
legal, therefore he stood with the 
liberal minority. 

Married and with two grown 
sons, Stone spends his summers 
on an island off the Maine coast, 
where he owns a home. 

As to future New Deal legisla¬ 
tion—Stone may not like it, but 
he will be true to his beliefs, and 
will uphold it if he does not sin¬ 
cerely think it illegal. 


companies or build new distribu¬ 
tion plants. 

Many cities would like to take 
over their public utilities. How¬ 
ever the financing of such a ven¬ 
ture has always been a handicap.

There is another ray of sunshine 
for those cities or public subdivi¬ 
sions which would like to take 
over their public utilities. Such a 
move is favored by the federal ad¬ 
ministration, and it is possible 
that the federal government will 
take such revenue bonds at a low 
rate of interest. 


There are several things which 
I wish to do during my term in 
office. For some time I have 
thought that the elected represen¬ 
tatives who leave their districts do 
not keep in as close touch with 
their districts as they should, and 
so when I was elected to the im¬ 
portant post of state senator I de¬ 
termined if possible to keep in 
touch with the people "back home." 

One of the ways of keeping in 
touch with my constituents has 
been these "Senagrams." I am 
convinced that the people of the 
county are reading them. During 
the February recess of the legis¬ 
lature I have welcomed every op¬ 
portunity presented to contact va¬ 
rious groups of people in the coun¬ 
ty. During the month I will prob¬ 
ably make 50 appearances in the 
county. During the week of Feb. 
22, I will appear on the federal 
forum program. On Mondays of 
each week, at 10:30 a. m., I speak 
over KVOE. In all of my public 
appearances I try to give my au¬ 
dience some idea of what is hap¬ 
pening in Sacramento. 

Not only do I wish to keep in 
touch with the people of Orange 
county, but I want them to keep 
in touch with me. Whenever there 
is any important legislation before 
the state senate, I welcome letters, 
telegrams or personal calls in re¬ 
gard to such legislation. I have 
no way of knowing what the peo¬ 
ple desire unless they tell me, and 
it is only by the expression of the 
people that I can keep my finger 
upon the public pulse.

A. B. Miller, Fontana, 
Returned as Head 
Of Society 

Gov. Frank Merriam yesterday 
reappointed D. Eyman Huff of Or¬ 
ange as a director of the State 
Agricultural society. It is this or¬ 
ganization which functions in con¬ 
nection with the state fair. 

At the same time the governor 
reappointed A. B. Miller, of Fon¬ 
tana, as president of the society. 
This automatically makes him 
president of the state fair board. 

Other directors named with 
Huff are Horace E. Thomas, 
Marysville, and John M. Perry, 
Stockton. 

Charles W. Paine was named as 
a new director of the society to 
succeed John G. Morley, San Di¬ 
ego. 

The governor also reappointed 
as members of the state board of 
agriculture Merritt H. Adamson, 
Los Angeles, and R. V. Garrod, 
Saratoga. 

For one year terms on the 
board, as representatives of the 
Los Angeles and Stockton fairs, 
the governor named W. A. Ken¬ 
nedy and Charles Lang, respec¬ 
tively. 


Only 10 per cent of Orange 
county farms are operated by 
tenant farmers; in America as a 
whole the average is 50 per cent. 

These figures, released by the 
County Farm bureau today, pre¬ 
saged a drive by the California 
Farm Bureau federation to secure 
a redrafting of the federal farm 
tenancy act so as to include pro¬ 
visions helpful to the local farmer. 

Financial Problem 

"The farmer in California,” the 
Farm bureau’s statement read, 
“is faced with a financial problem 
caused by recent years of low- 
priced fruit.” 

The problem was outlined today 
in a letter to the Washington 
office of the American Farm 
Bureau federation: 

"The condition is that on these 
highly improved orchard lands, 
I these growers have borrowed 
more money than can be re¬ 
financed under the Federal Land 
bank, due to its limitations. Dur¬ 
ing these very serious years of 
low-priced fruit, these growers 
have been able to make a showing 
by which the banks have per¬ 
mitted them to continue on their 
places. 

Pay 7 Per Cent 

"However, they have not been 
able to make enough money to 
reduce the amount of their in¬ 
debtedness. These people are 
paying seven, and in isolated 
cases, higher than seven per cent 
interest. Their notes are usually 
three-year notes and are almost 
always delinquent because they 
have not reduqpd the obligation, 
so that they stay on the farm 
without any assurance that they 
can stay there for any length of 
time. They are maintaining the 
properties and in most cases find¬ 
ing it possible to meet the interest 
charges. 

"If farm tenancy in California 
is not to increase, and it would 
be materially increased if these 
people were ejected and the banks 
became the owners, then some 
method must be devised that will 
refinance these people and I am 
writing to ask if you will take this 
matter up with the authors of the 
farm tenancy act to see if pro¬ 
visions can be made whereby 
these farms can be purchased by 
the administrators of the farm 
tenancy act and sold back under 
a long time repayment plan to 
their present owners." 


In what may become a test of 
the validity of a land title under 
the Torrens registration system, 
Eliza Sidebottom yesterday started 
suit in superior court against 
John G. Lohr to determine rights 
to property near Anaheim. 

Mrs. Sidebottom levied on the 
property Jan. 14, 1937, under a 
superior court, judgment obtained 
in August, 1932, her complaint, 
prepared by Attorney R. C. Mize, 
asserted. The land title had been 


"The courts are concerned only 
with the power to enact statutes, 
not with their wisdom. For the 
removal of unwise laws from the 
statute books, appeal lies not to 
the courts, but to the ballot.” 

That statement by Justice Har¬ 
lan Fiske Stone explains why he is 
able to remain a Republican and 
still line up with the liberal minor¬ 
ity on the supreme court. He 
does it not because he necessarily 
thinks the New Deal legislation is 
wise, but because he thinks it is 
legal. 

Stone was born in New Hamp¬ 
shire in 1872, and grew up in 
Massachusetts, attending Amherst 
college, a friend of Calvin Cool¬ 
idge.

Supreme Court’s Rules At 
Present Permit Decisions 
By Only Third of Justices 


LOS ANGELES. (A 5 )—A new ju¬ 
dicial experiment —- the pre-trial 
department of the Los Angeles su¬ 
perior court—goes into operation 
March 1. 

Presiding Judge Fletcher Bow- 
ron said this new court division 
would set up a calendar by which 
lawyers and their clients could ap¬ 
pear at least 10 days before trial 
of their cases. Limitation of is¬ 
sues would be considered and the 
number of witnesses needed would 
be decided, thereby speeding up 
the actual trial. 

Judge Bowron expressed hope 
the pre-trial meetings would re¬ 
sult in more out-of-court settle¬ 
ments and save litigants and tax¬ 
payers from unnecessary expense. 


Hatfield to Run 
For Governor 


Justice department records show 
that the laws creating the posi¬ 
tions now filled by Circuit Judge 
Julian W. Mack of New York and 
William Eli Baker of West Vir¬ 
ginia provide no successors shall 
be appointed when the incumbents 
die or retire. The law which cre¬ 
ated the post of District Judge 
John C. Pollock of Kansas, who 
died two weeks ago, contained a 
similar provision. 


WASHINGTON <A>l.—Legal ex¬ 
perts said today that present su¬ 
preme court rules permit decisions 
in certain cases by a third of the 
justices. President Roosevelt's re¬ 
organization plan, they explained, 
would not change this situation. 

Both the present law and the 
President's proposal authorize two- 
thirds of the court members to 
constitute a quorum or a minimum 
number for the transaction of 
business. 

Thus six of the present nine jus-; 
tices can sit on cases. If the court 
were increased to 15, the minimum 
would be 10 justices. 

By an even split of the sitting 
judges, the court can affirm a 
lower court decision. Thus if only 
six judges sit on a case now, three 
of them—only a third of the total 
membership—could hand down 
such an opinion. A majority, of 
at least four of six sitting justices, 
is needed to reverse a lower court 
ruling. 

The President's recommenda¬ 
tions would permit him to appoint 
an additional judge to assist fed¬ 
eral judges who decline to retire 
at 70, except in cases of a few 
temporary judgeships. 


There is much legislation in Sac¬ 
ramento which is not controver¬ 
sial. On the other hand there is 
much which is highly controver¬ 
sial. I have already mentioned 
two highly controversial topics— 
the Huntington Beach oil pool and 
and the sardine conservation bill. 
Another subject around which will 
be centered a hot scrap during 
this session of the legislature is 
that of revenue bonds. 

During the 1935 session of the 
legislature a revenue bond act was 
passed by the legislature. How¬ 
ever, it was vetoed by the gov¬ 
ernor.

Proper Use 
Of Tonic 
Is Important

Next to a good skin, it is silky, 
attractive, healthy hair that 
counts most for beauty. 

Most heads of hair can stand 
some reconditioning treatments 
right now. Decide whether your 
hair is dry, oily or troubled with 
dandruff and buy a tonic especial¬ 
ly prepared for correcting the con¬ 
dition. There are also pomades 
for the dry, scaly scalp and for 
correcting brittle hair and split 
ends. 

Here is tne way to use tonic: 
Part your hair into sections, one 
at a time, to expose the scalp. Dip 
small pieces of absorbent cotton 
in the tonic and rub it on the 
scalp along the partings. Begin 
at the crown of the head, and take 
a freshpiece of cotton after you 
have swabbed a few of the part¬ 
ings. 

When the entire scalp has been 
saturated with the tonic, go over 
the head with the fingertips sev¬ 
eral times to distribute the tonic 
evenly and to exercise the scalp. 
Now take the hair, a small portion 
at a time, pulling the scalp up¬ 
wards firmly but gently. Let the 
scalp relax, then repeat the pull. 
Go over the entire head in this 
fashion. It is grand for stimulat¬ 
ing the scalp. 

r.ub the hair with a clean towel 
to remove any excess tonic and 
wait a few minutes for it to dry 
thoroughly, then brush vigorously.

What flower has a longer season 
than our present well-developed 
hybrid tea rose ? 

There are a great many varie¬ 
ties of wild roses found in all 
parts of the world. We owe to 
England and France the credit for 
(he development of our present 
popular rose, the hybrid tea rose. 

Our present day rose dates 
back to about 1187 when 
Seladin recovered Jerusalem from 
the Crusaders. He is reported to 
have imported 500 camel loads of 
rcses from Damacus for the puri¬ 
fication of the mosque of Omar 
after it had been used as a 
Christian church by the infidels. 
This Damask rose is noted for its 
fragrance and perfume. 

The development of the hybrid 
perpetual rose came about through 
the cross-fertilizing of the Damask 
rose and a hybrid of the China 
rose. Rosa Indica. 

The hybrid perpetual rose is a 
sturdy grower and makes a de¬ 
sirable shrub. The development 
cf this hybrid has resulted in a 
longer blooming season than the 
I'amask rose, and a better quality 
of flower, and carried over the 
fiagrance that was so noted in the 
pa Tent. 

In the year 1810, Rosa Indica 
Oderata was introduced into Eng¬ 
land from China, and later into 
France where, in 1830, the real 
development of the tea-scented 
rose began. This was done by 
crossing the blush tea-scented 
rose with the yellow tea-scented 
rose It was about twenty years 
until the tea roses were recognized 
by the public. 

Our Present Dn> Rose 

The hybrid tea rose is a cross 

between varieties of the tea- 

set nted kind and the hybrid per¬ 
petual This cross gave a greater 
activity of growth and freedom 
of flowering, but the sweeet per¬ 
fume of the Damask rose has 

been lost. Work on the hybrid 
tea rose began in the early 70's, 
but it wasn’t until about 1890 that 
the hybrid tea rose was recognized 
as a distinct class. 

Excluding fragrance, in this 

greup of roses we have almost 
every other desirable quality in the 
flower. It is as nearly an ever- 
bloomer as has yet been produced 
in the plant kingdom. It is de¬ 
sirable from the florist’s stand¬ 
point as an exhibition rose

Ramsey Speaker as Board 
Re-elected at Annual 
Growers' Meeting 


VILLA PARK.—Plans for strict 
control over marketing of the 1937 
citrus crop were made at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Villa Park 
Orchards association here yester¬ 
day when it was announced that a 
fluoroscope will be installed for 
detection of frozen fruit. 

Manager H. D. Nichols an¬ 
nounced that one of the new de¬ 
tecting devices has been ordered 
at a cost of $2500. This single 
machine, he added, will be capable 
of handling 1000 boxes of fruit in 
an eight-hour day. An operator 
scrutinizes each orange as it 
passes through the machine, throw¬ 
ing out the damaged fruit, he ex¬ 
plained. 

The fluoroscope, Nichols added, 
will save a large number of or¬ 
anges which otherwise would be 
discarded, and will increase the 
amount of fruit which can be sold 
in higher grades. 

The entire board of directors of 
the association wa3 re-elected. Wil¬ 
lard Smith, W. A. Knuth, H. T. 
Brewer, A. N. Saxton and C. A. 
Watson form the board. 

Henry M. Ramsey, field man¬ 
ager of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange, gave figures on 
latest estimates of loss of the ex¬ 
change due to the freeze, saying 
that navels are estimated to be 40 
per cent and valencias 37 per cent 
unmarketable, while lemons are 
conceded to be 38 per cent lost. 

Tree damage is slight, he add¬ 
ed, only 2 to 3 per cent of the 
orange trees showing damage, 
while 10 to 15 per cent of the 
lemon trees are damaged to the 
extent of being set back in growth. 

Clarence Skiles, manager of the 
Orange County Fruit exchange, 
spoke briefly on the history and 
value of auction sales. President 
Willard Smith presided, and a tur¬ 
key dinner was served 300 growers 
by employes of the packing house 
under direction of Mrs. Ed Stan¬ 
ley.

From here on, I’ll let Capt. Bill 
speak for himself; 

* * * 

“Dear Brick: Well, here we are 
in San Gabriel Bay, one of the 
most delightful spots in the whole 
of Lower California. We have just 
put all of our boats over—four in 
all—and some of our party are 
out fishing and some are over on 
the beach swimming on the whit¬ 
est sand beach I ever saw, so this 
was my opportunity to write you 
these few lines about our trip, as 
we are going to La Paz tomorrow 
where I will have a chance to 
send mail. 

“Well, you know we left the 
California Yacht club on Friday, 
Jan. 29, on the good ship Valero 
II. She is a splendid sea boat and 
very comfortable, and we got into 
warmer weather just as we passed 
Cerros Islands, although it was 
quite choppy and the sky was 
overcast. 

“We stopped in at Port San Bar- 
tholomae, otherwise known as 
"Turtle Bay,” to break the monot¬ 
ony and rest the crew overnight. 
Next morning we proceeded to 
Magdalena Bay, for an overnight 
stop. The Mexican port official 
:ame aboard and had dinner 
vvith us. 

"We found out he was expecting 
transfer to Mexicali, but due to 
slow communications in this part 
of the world, he did not know just 
when, so Mr. Mosher, the owner 
of our boat, invited the official to 
call his chief at Mexicali over our 
radio telephone. He made the 
call, through Los Angeles and then 
down to Mexicali. Both reception 
and message were very good and 
I wish you could have seen the 
poor chap when he actually heard 
his chief, who also is his friend, 
speaking over the radio! 

"This is the first time a radio 
message ever was phoned from 
that part of Mexico to Mexico 
proper! 

* * * 

“We rounded Cape San Lucas 
yesterday morning and started 
trolling for fish. We caught sev¬ 
eral large tuna and also some fine 
yellowtail. Later, as we came up 
to Cape Frailes, we caught several 
good-sized cabrios, supposed to be 
the finest eating fish in these wa¬ 
ters. I’ll vouch for that, too, as I 
had some for breakfast and lunch 
today and they were delicious. 

“We have a very good cook on 
board and a very fine bunch of 
fellows. There are eight in the 
guest party and nine in the crew 
—17 in all—so you see it’s quite 
a large job for the cook, three 
large meals a day with a midnight 
lunch thrown in! 

“The swimming party just re¬ 
turned from the beach and de¬ 
clared it was the finest swim they 
ever had—no surf and the water 
just the right temperature. There 
is a fiesta at La Paz for the next 
three days and we are looking 
forward to a good time there. I 
will write more about that after 
it’s over. 

“Our next stop will be Guaymas. 
We’ll proceed leisurely up the 
coast and stop there for several 
days. Then we’ll stop at Mazat- 
lan on our way down, before com¬ 
ing home—there also is a fiesta 
there which will last several days, 
so you can see we’re looking for¬ 
ward to a good time and respite 
from too much fishing. Oh yes, 
we also are figuring on some 
hunting at La Paz.” 

* * * 

How’s that for a letter to make 
your feet itch? I’m virtually on 
my way to Baja California right 
now! 

Incidentally, Capt. Bill winds up 
with a postscript that’s a honey. 
Shamefacedly apologizing for his 
typewriting, he says: "Excuse the 
mistakes. They sent a typewriter 
on board the last minute and the 
dam thing has no letters on the 
keyboard, so I have to guess at 
most of it, with my two-fingered 
touch system.” 

I’d be tongue-tied in that case 
myself!

Supreme Court Faults

What’s wrong with the supreme 
court? 

Dr. Hubert Phillips, Fresno col¬ 
lege dean, will give his answer to 
that question Monday evening at 
Santa Ana High school, where he 
will appear as speaker on the fed¬ 
eral forum program. 

Pointing out that the supreme 
court, during its 148 years of ex¬ 
istence, has invalidated only 63 


federal laws, three of these before 
| the civil war, 14 in the two Grant 
administrations, 12 under Wilson, 
and 11 so far under the Roosevelt 
regime, Dr. Phillips will say: 

Property Bulwark 
"Justly, or unjustly, the criti¬ 
cism most often leveled against 
the supreme court is that in its 
attitude toward social legislation 
it shows a time lag that amounts 
almost to obstruction. It also is 
a bulwark of property rights, and 
seems to give them greater weight 
even when human rights are in¬ 
volved. 

, ''. T ,°. , date si x major pieces of 
legislation of the Roosevelt ad¬ 
ministration have been declared 
unconstitutional,” he says, "and 
two iiave been upheld. The invali¬ 
dation of so much legislation, de¬ 
signed to meet what many felt 
'gas a serious emergency in our 
national life, together with the 
fact that two important pieces of 
social legislation, the Wagner la¬ 
bor act and the social security 
act, are still to be passed on, has 
once again brought to the fore 
the question of power exercised 
by the court." 

Favors Modernizing 
Reading between the lines of 
Dr. Phillips’ suggestions for a so¬ 
lution to the problem, he would 
seem to be in favor of Roosevelt's 
plan for “modernizing" the court. 
Here's what he says: 

"We might follow the lines of 
least resistance and do nothing, 
in the hope that when vacancies 
occur, through death or resigna¬ 
tion, new appointees to the su¬ 
preme court will have more liberal 
social philosophy. 

Other Methods 

"By constitutional amendment 
we might take from the supreme 
court the power to declare an act 
of congress unconstitutional. 

“By Jaw, or constitutional amend¬ 
ment if necessary, we might re¬ 
quire a vote of at least six judges 
in declaring an act of congress

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. UP )—'The 3 
per cent utilities sales tax act 
was held unconstitutional in a su¬ 
preme court ruling today. The 
decision deprived the state gov¬ 
ernment of unemployment relief 
revenues approximating *500,000 
a month.

The judge again denied the mo¬ 
tion, and Bleefeld withdrew his 
plea of not guilty and pleaded 
guilty. The defense then rested. 


DETROIT. (JP )—Wage increases 
of five cents an hour for Pack¬ 
ard Motor Car Co. employes be¬ 
came known today. 

The increase affects approxi¬ 
mately 12,500 employes working 
on an hourly basis. The aggre¬ 
gate increase and the rates it es¬ 
tablishes were not disclosed. 

The company granted an in¬ 
crease of five cent3 an hour on 
Nov. 14 for hourly workers and 
also gave a *10 a month increase 
to salaried workers receiving less 
than *200 a month. Those in¬ 
creases, it was estimated, would 
amount to *1,250,000 a year.

SPOKANE, Wash. </Pi Two 
new arms of medical science 
reached out today to strike at 
dementia praecox, most prolific 
contributor to state asylums. 

Dr. John B. Piastino, Spokane 
physician, announced he had "re¬ 
stored to sanity" two mental suf¬ 
ferers through the use of insulin. 

“The immediate results are as¬ 
tounding," he said, “but only time 
will tell as to the permanency." 

Brain Amplifier 

The second arm is a recently 
developed radio brain amplifier. 
Dr. W. W. Conway, superintend¬ 
ent of the Eastern State hospital 
at Medical lake, said experiments 
on dementia praecox patients at 
the hospital would be started soon 
by Dr. Frederick Limere. 

Dr. Conway said the instrument 
amplifies a tiny electrical impulse 
from the brain and records it 
with a small pen on a moving strip 
of paper. Brain waves are as 
characteristic of each individual, 
he explained, as features and per¬ 
sonality traits. 

“We believe we will be able to 
determine certain helpful facts 
about each case explained, and 
learn something about the types 
of treatr .ent to which patients re¬ 
spond most rapidly,” the hospital 
superintendent said. 

Explains Treatment 

Explaining the insulin treat¬ 
ment, Dr. Piastino said: 

“The restoration to sanity is 
produced by a coma through use 
of insulin. From 10 to 14 treat¬ 
ments have been necessary. 

“Too much or too little sugar 
in the blood causes death. Insulin 
decreases the sugar content of 
the blood, and is given to the 
point that a quick injection of glu¬ 
cose into the blood stream is nec¬ 
essary to restore the patient." 


Dr. K. H. Sutherland, county 
health officer, joined forces with 
Ccroner Earl Abbey today, in re¬ 
peating warnings to Orange coun¬ 
ty householders against the dan¬ 
gers of obsolete and defective 
heating equipment in improperly 
ventilated rooms. 

“Each year,” he said, "a num¬ 
ber of people die from carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Many of 
them are caused from burning im¬ 
properly adjusted and vented 
hiaters in closed rooms, which 
causes an accumulation of this : 
tasteless, odorless gas. 

Must Be Ad just eel 
“There must be plenty of ven¬ 
tilation, either through a properly 
vented chimney flue, or through an 
open window in any room heated 
by an open flame. Modern gas 
burding appliances, if properly 
connected and operated, will give 
satisfactory results free from 
hazards, but they must be prop¬ 
erly operated.” 

In replying to an inquiry as to 
what the local gas company was 
demg to prevent accidents due to 
inhalation of carbon monoxide, 
Fred G. Merker, district manager 
of the Southern Counties Gas 
company in Orange county, stated: 

Gas Company Service 
“The gas companies maintain 
corps of trained service men who 
are ready on request to inspect 
and adjust all gas appliances free 
of charge. It is manifestly im¬ 
possible for us to make a blanket 
inspection and adjustment of every 
gas appliance on our system, and 
as a matter of fact, in the case of 
modern gas heaters bearing the 
seal of approval of our industry’s 
testing laboratory, such a course 
is not necessary. 

“Trouble from this source arises 
from the use of inadequate, poorly 
. constructed portable gas heaters 
which have been carelessly handled 
and we constantly urge our cus- 
; temers to install proper and ade- 
• auate heating equipment.”

Spain's see-haw of war tilted 
back and forth today for both 
Fascist insurgents and the Social¬ 
ist government—one up and the 
other down, then the other way. 
Death stalked earth, sea and sky. 

Shouting Moorish troops in the 
ranks of Madrid's Fascist besieg- 
•rs pointed an insurgent drive 
vhich established a new 10-mile 
:ront along the Jarama river 
southeast of the city at a heavy 
cost of life for the defenders. 

Each Claims Road 

The move left still unsettled 
the question of which side con- 
trolls the Madrid-Valencia road, 
each claims it. Complete encir¬ 
clement of Madrid is the Fascist 
objective. 

Socialist artillery sought to 
break the incompleted Fascist 
ring on the northwest with a 
bombardment that failed to dis¬ 
lodge insurgents from fresh po¬ 
sitions in the University City sec¬ 
tion. The government reported 
its air fighters shot five Fascist 
planes out of the skies on the out¬ 
skirts of the city. 

Insurgents streamed back into 
the west park section of Madrid 
after low-flying planes raked the 
sector with machine gun fire and 
Socialist infantrymen “mopped 
up” with hand grenades. This 
was but one of several struggles 
over the barricades of the city. 

Village Shelled 

Only two and a half miles north 
of Valencia, temporary seat of the 
Socialist government on the Medi¬ 
terranean, insurgent warships 
poured more than 30 shells into 
the village of Alboraya—a fore¬ 
runner perhaps of a Fascist drive 
on Valencia by land and sea. 

A Fascist-controlled radio sta¬ 
tion at Seville broadcast that in¬ 
surgents had captured Francisco 
Melha, president of the popular 
tribunal of Valencia, who, the an¬ 
nouncement said, was responsible 
for more than 5000 executions.

Water Suit a Public Service

Abraham Lincoln, the country 
boy who made good in Washing¬ 
ton. He's having an anniversary 
today—some place. Born Feb. 12, 
1809, in Hardin county, Kentucky, 
under circumstances so modest 
that much of his schooling was 
by parental impat tation, he 
emerged into one of the two con¬ 
spicuous characters in American 
history. He was able to get a 
copy of “Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Prog¬ 
ress,” the Bible, "Aesop’s Fables,” 
the "Life of Washington,” and the 
poems of Burns, literature in 
striking contrast witli "Ballyhoo,” 
"Hooey” and the effervescent pub¬ 
lications so easily available today. 

* * * 

Lincoln never had a chance to 
hitch-hike. His transportation to 
schools was that afforded by na- 
] ture. There wasn’t a Ford 
I thought of when he was laving 
the foundation for an education. 
No movie hero appeared on the 
horizon to give him an inspiration 
or a "bum steer.” But he had a 
yen for work, probably out of 
necessity, and an insatiable yearn¬ 
ing for knowledge, which was 
partly supplied by his mother. 
Mothers in those days did not have 
the diversions of whist, cocktail 
parties, or other modern com¬ 
plexities of social demands. They 
did have the economic problem, 
and it was a real one, solved by 
the individual instead of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

* * * 

In Lincoln’s day they were tent¬ 
ing on the old camp ground. Now 
they are camping at General Mot¬ 
ors. The picture has changed, but 
it was Lincoln through the long 
vista of years who saw the com¬ 
ing conflict between those who 
employ and those who work, and 
I'm not so sure if we had him 
with us today but what he could 
have found a solution, 

* * * 

Lincoln had a devotion to his 
mother which he acknowledged 
thus. All that I am, or hope to 
be, I owe to my sainted mother." 
The boy and girl of today could 
with profit meditate upon this 
acknowledgment, adopt its pre¬ 
cepts, and thereby make a con¬ 
tribution to our social and spiritual 
life. I’m not discouraged wilh 
our youth, they are living in 
changed times, but the elements of 
filial affection and virtue are 
fundamentals which belong to 
every age. 

* * * 

Lincoln set an example for pub- 
j lie speakers in his Gettysbur g 
address. It was a great oration, 
anu, as a, classic has a permanent 
place in American literature. When 
I am listening (o some fellow 
prowl all over lhe universe to get 
material for a message which a 
percentage of his audience would 
like to hear in about ten minutes 
consumed time, ami he consumes 
an hour, I always think of how 
much Lincoln said in about three 
minutes, and how long it has been 
remembered. 

* * * 

When Lincoln was a buy he 
built a rail fence and enclosed a 
ten-acre piot so the vegetation 
would be safe., Now we have food 
markets with such a variety of 
vegetables you got to buy a *150 
reirigerator to put ’em in. Abe 
did the work with an axe. Now 
we let the Edison or the Southern 
Counties Gas do the work. He 
went ail the journey from germs 
to genius, hardships to success, 
and died by the hand of an assas¬ 
sin. But he left a record on tbe 
pages of time which still remains 
a living testimonial of patriotic 
devotion and spiritual recognition. 

* • • 

Lincoln's life has always appealed 
to me. It was so free from aus- 
tirity. He shunned the veneer. 
The real was the great basis of 
his strength. He was so genuine. 
To those who disagreed with him 
he was magnanimous. To those 
in sorrow he was sympathetic. 
There must have been something 
unusual in the man or he would 
not be living in our hearts and 
affection today. It is said that 
the place which knew us once will 
know us no more forever, but here 
is a character whose shrine is still 
the mecca of an understanding 
wcrld. 

• * * 

All over America today speakers 
will glorify this illustrious char¬ 
acter. He is the idol of the Amer¬ 
ican boy, the model of statesman¬ 
ship, the personification of a 
gentleman, and in his day “the 
water boy” of human thirst, mois¬ 
tening the lips of a fevered nation 
held in the crucible of civic 
strife, and toward which he had 
a consuming compassion for the 
participants on disputing sides. 

* * • 

It I were asked to recommend 
some abiding literature the life of 
Lincoln would immediately follow 
the Bible. For transient interest 
fiction appeals to the superficial 
leader, and I get a kick out of it 
myself if it is confined to some¬ 
thing considerably under a 1,000 
pages, but if you want a firm 
place to put your feet, associate 
with Lincoln during those long 
years of hardship, and then into 
the brighter days to which he was 
so justly entitled. There is some¬ 
thing of a comparison in the close 
of his life akin to that of another 
Man, who gave His life to a cause 
net only in the interest of human¬ 
ity, but for the more abundant 
lifo
